The flower pedlers and froit venders
In the Tendervloin distrier have become so
nolay o their eries and persistent in thelr
efforts to sell that the merchunts oo Bixth
averds and Tweanty-third street hayve ¢oim-
plained of them to the pollee 135 a nuisance,
There |8 no objectlon oo the part of the
lhtge dry goods Louses to these men malk-
ing a lvellhood, but the manner in which
they conduet themselves has proved s of-
fensive to the wotuen patrons of the hig
stores that the proprietprs  have  been
ohliged to ask polloe ald to keep the frult
and fower scllers in check.

Just how grest the nulsance had grown
WiE slhown by o letter addrezsed o few
days sago to the Pollee Commissioners,
signod by twenly women who are In the
bubit of shopplig along Sixth dvenur aud
Twenty-third streel., They wrote that the
fiower pedlers espeelally had beecome so
Impudent that they sbouted In ladies' eavs
and shoved dowers lnto thelr faces,

The lerter was turned over to Inspector
Brooks. who has charge of f(he distriet
where the pedlers and venders complained
of congregyte. He referved the mptier to
Captaln Pickett, of the West Thirtleth
Brireetr Statlon,

It o0 _happened that on list Friday, the
dny befogre he pecelyed Iza.1p| vior Brooks's
communiontion, Captain Mekett, s o re-
sult of his own ohscrvation, bad ovdered a
rald npon the venders. In conseguence of
his order twenly men were arvested,  They
werse venrly gl Greeks, and the polige say
1hat niore tronble is ennsed by men of this
mationality than by any ether. To Jeffer-
son Markel Court they were fined from §1
10 53 each by Magisteate Bronn. The ae-
tlony of the Maglstrate lo backing up the
polles was In the nature of 4 surprise
to the offenders, ns in_ the past many
siuch cuses have been dlsmlnsmt in the
court, ftheraby offsetting the cfforts to
ebate the nulsance aml entonraging the
E]L-ﬂlers and venders to beeome even bolder

the prosecutlon of thelr buslness.

Slnge the rald, howover, a great hmprove-
ment _hos been notleeable on “ixth nyenue
gnd Tweniy-third street. The pedlers and
venders are kept moving, thelr cries are
less nolsy and thelr julerferenca with pe-
dent & less murked, THe werchants and
shoppers are correspondingly pleased.

WHAT THE ma-ncmm.‘s SAY.

“There is no denying,'” suid Munager
Richard Smyth, of Richard's, on “I'wenty-
third street, “that we and. MuE Customers
bave suffered a great depl of aunoyance
from pedlers. The flower sellers ape the
worst bebaved of the lot. We alwo hnd
much trouble with two very persistent sell-
s of pupny awimals, e Hood d@t one
entranes  bawllug out about liis  dogs,
while the other, “who hud a stovk of cais,
stom] nt the other entrance, and was equal-
Iy nolsy. We had many complaints abont
tlhese mwefh. Now things sre much hefter
’lhe- jolice do not allow pedlers to remeain

“Phe pedlers are o great annoyance,” sald
Bamuel Ehrich, of Ebrich Brothers. “*“We
bave complained of them fto the police.
Thoy give s very wmuch tmuble last San-
mer, but are not so had now:

W are often un.utwt-:l IJ%t pedlers and
veuders,”  suid  Manager lanagan,  of
Adams & Co. “We should be glad th have
liein remvved. One cause of complaint wo

ave Is the throwing of bapana peels on
the sldewalls In front of our place, '.{‘he
venders ave very careless whove they throw
the pecls, We liave complalned abott these
men, and things are not so bad as they
were, but they wee bnd enongh,"

“We sulfor a good deal from. the anooy-
ance,” sald Muavager Wsyle, of Simpson,
Crawford & Slwpson. ““Some of oub nelgh:
Lurs are even £ uter sufterers, These ven-
dervs ire not obly o finisunce, but they ob-
strnet frafie, oI g will sp il the #treet
with thelr earts that the dry oom: stcm
wagons cannot be driven up to curb.”
